Chapter 8 - Tokens (continued) 

COUNTERSTAMPS 
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Yankee thriftiness may be responsible for some of the oounterstamped ooins which 
were home made advertising cards. Before 1800 there were many advertising tokens issued 
in England. The "Hard Times Tokens" of 1832 - 44 saw extensive use of advertising in 
tokens and U. S. large cents of this period were easy to oounterstamp. Although many 
oounterstamps were only names or initials and cannot be attrubuted to a particular 
person, some have been identified from silversmiths or other businessmen whs were well 
known, and a few included town or other means of identifying plaoe of issue. 

Dr. G. G. Wilkins of Pittsfield, I. H. was one of the most prolific counterstampers • 
It appears that he must have oounterstamped most ooins that came his way in the 1860’s, 
both U. 8. and foreign, plus some tokens. Among those seen with his counterstamp are 
Canadian large cents and tokens, Copper-nickel oents from 1857 - 63, U. 8. large oents 
from 1816 - 56, an 1855 half dime, an 1829 dime, an 1858 Canadian dime, a 1776 2-real 
frssi Lima, Perp, and aNetherlands Bast Indes 4 keping of 1804. While appraising an 
estate freo the Pittsfield area whioh included a hoard of 301 flying eagle oents, I 
found 22 with the Wilkins oounterstamp, which would indicate nearly 7 % of the oeins 
circulating in that area may have been oounterstamped by him. The 1776 Peru coin was 
still legal tender in the U, 8. until 1857 and Canadian coins have oiroulated along 
side ours, but the Bast Indes coin is hard to believe in circulation hers at that time. 

I guess during the Civil War they used anything they oould get hold of, whioh led te 
the issue of millions of Civil War tokens. Several dies were used for oounterstamp lag 
the Wilkins pieoes, but one with "PITTSFIELD, X. H." included is realatively rare. 

Attemps te get more information oil Dr. G. G. Wilkins have been unfruitful. The pioture 
at upper right in last Xonagon shows an 1648 large cent with the"Dr. 0. G. WILKI1X, t 
PITTSFIELD, X. H. " oounterstamp. 


A. W. GALE "RESTORATQR" at the Depot, Concord, X. H. was the only merohand from 
New Hampshire to issue a Civil War store oard token. This was illustrated and wtitten 
up in the Xenagen several years ago. "J. W. G4JJC" was oounterstruek 4 times on an 
1843 oent. Was he a X. H. man? 


J. SIDNEY MILLER, ARTIST, NASHUA, X.H, oounterstamped an 1857 flying eagle cent 
as shown at right of seoond row in last Xonagon. He apparently used a separate die for the 
address, and WMILLER" was stamped a seoond time* below the address* This rare and 
possibly unique piece is doubly interesting because this same Miller produced a dort 
of satirical facsimile of the common Civil War scrip of White and Hill, Indian Hoad Bank, 
Nashua , X. H. with "PHYTE and KILL" replacing White and Hill in the much enlarged 
facsimile design. He advertised the "Galery of Art", pictured of any kinf , Post Office 
Building, J. Sidney Miller, Photographer. 

D. H. Hilliard/ CORNISH/ X.H. is counter stamped on an 1820 U. 8. oent. It also 
has"G BW" letters struck separately plus "CORNISH" and X.H. on reverse. 


"CBP/X H/ 1852" is oounterstamped on a// 1793 "WASHINGTON PRESIDENT" half penny. 


This eenoluded the very limited list of oounterstamps whioh seem to have seme 
New Hampshire conneotion.
